And albeit that the Patriarke faceb,and 7o- 
ſepb his ſon, grounding them-ſelues vpon the 
truth of Gods promiſſe , that he wou!d giue 
for an inheritance to their poſterity the land 
of Canaan,enioyned their children tortran(-

Damdhauing taken the bones of Saul and fo- 
nathan fro the, inhabitants of Gabiſh Gilead 
which had taken them vp from the ſtreere of 
Beth-ſhan , broughr them from thence intq 
the contrey of Benzamin,caulcd the to be bu- 
ried in the ſepulchre of Ks the father of Saud, 
and that in-rhe Solemnizatis of their funer- 
alls his fubje&s did all that the King coman- 
ded them : burthere is no-mention made of 
any pilgcimage,or any religious ſeruice: which 
they ſhould doein honour of theabour their 


Sepulchre. 

Likewiſe,in the ſecond booke of kings,the 
Anthour of this Hiftorie writeth , that King 
foſiah willing to prophane the Alrar which 
King ferebohew had cauſed to be built in Be- 
thel,and to dihonoureternally the Prieſts & 
other Idolaters, which he had maintained 
there ; cauſed the bones of the falle pricits &

onely contented toremouc them from farr 
and remote places of their countreies,into 
there Church-yardes , wherein th-y ordi- 
narily aflembled in thoſe days to watch & 
pray, and to doe therein ſome others rites 
of religion, becauſc then they had noChur 
ches.

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Now al. be it that the Chriſtians & mem 
bers of the prumitjue Church , were borne 


away with tne torrent of this heatheniſh 
cuſtome, wherevnto the Emperour Con- 


; ſtantine had opened the ſluces , paſſing 


beyond the boundes of Chriſtian purette & 
ſimplicity : yetthe honour which they did 
about the graues & bons of rheirMartyrs, 
was it1 noe wiſe comparable, nor ſo ſuper- 
{titious as that wasof the Athenians, and 
other pagans , norlike to that which 
at this day is committed amongſt the Ido- 
laters of the Romane Church. For ler vs 
confider what S, Angaſtine faith thereof in 
his 8. booke of the cittye of God. Wee nez. 
ther (ſaith hee) build T emples, nor make prieſt. 
hood nor ſacrifiesnor any other dzume ſeruice as 
a religion. to the e Martyrs, For they are not 
our Gods, but their Gad ts ours, Truth it 1s, 
that Wee honowr therr memoru, as the holy men 
of God. Which haze fought valiantly for the 
truth een unto the death of their bodies , tothe 
end, that true religzox.. might bes knovne & the 
falſe corvified. What man. is it emonge the 
faithfullthat ever heard a preiſt ſay ſtanding bee 
fore an «Altar , built upponthe corps of Some 
eMartyre to the hemour and ſertiice of God, Pe- 
ter, Paul or Cyprian f offerthee Sacrrfice,feing 
that in memorie of theme, Vee offer up unto God 
( 4 who

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who bath made them both men and martyrs, 
hath comoyned them through a celeftiall plorie 
wnto his angels,that in the aſſembly of the people, 
wee mipht giue thankes unto the true God for 
their vifterics, and by the remembrance of their 
crownes 0 palmes,m1ght exhort others unto the 
emitation of ther vertues. T he funeralls then 
which the religious ſolemniz# by the monumets 
of the e Al artyrs, are noe ot her-wiſe then, orna- 
ments of their memorialls,c5 noe ſacrifices Which 
they doe offer vnto the dead as unto Gods. Thele 
are S. Augnſtinz wordes, by which hee teſtt- 
fieth, that notwith-{tanding the Quverrure, 
which the Chriſtias of his time made vnru 
this paganiſh ſuperſtition , in ſolemniſing 
the Martyrs feaſtes : yet true pictic &the 
right invocation of the name of God bore 
ſome ſway and authority amonge them, 
ButifS.e Fug. and his fellow-{ouldicrs, 
could haue ben able to haue prevented the 
euils and miſchiets that this ſuperiiiyon 
drew afrer hertaile , they would then hauc 
redoubled their forces and fell yppon her 
withall their might , tro haue hindred her 
from winning ſo many countryes in Chri- 
ſtendome. 

So then tt is my duty to excuſe them, 
conſidering they oppoſed theſclfs againſt 
her, bath by wordand writing, X

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To begin with $, Ambroſe, S. Auguitin, Aug.li,s. 
ines him this teſtimonie, that hee did dif- de cofeſl, 
I {wade his Mother, and ſome otherof his cap. 2, 
7 frendes, from frequenting of thoſe publi- 


que fealts, which theChrittians ſolemnized 
yeerely in praiſe of their Martyrs , & that 
for ſundry rcaſons,among others, Quia ills 
quaſi parentala ſuperſtitions Gentiluem.. eſſent 
ſimillma, ( that is toſay) becauſe that theiſe 
funerall banquets,and ſolemne feaſts, held 


8 in honour of their neereſt kinred, was al- 


molt like ynto rhe ſuperſtition of the

Asfor S. «Augyſtin, himſelf, he plainely 
codemns itin his cight booke of the Citie 


J of God, wherein hee doth not coulour it, 


bur ſaies that ſuch as brought their victu- 
alls ynto the ſepulchres ofthe Martyrs, ro 
ſolemnize there their feaſtes , were not of 
the betrer ſort of Chriſtians. 

The ſame authour returning an anſwere 
ynto the reproch which the Manicheans 


"made againfthim, to wit, that thoſe which 


raunt themſelues ſo much at the name of 
Chriſtians, worſhipped notwitſtanding the 
Tombes of Martyrs,following therein the 


example of the Heathen, ſaith (Pick, mee 
not out from among the (hriftian. name;thoſe 
hich netther know, nor follaly the vertue of 
(5 ther 
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#beir profeſſi on, ? ſeeke me not out the troupes 


of ignorant men. which are ſuperſtitions cuen m | 


tbe true religion,,and ſo much giuen., ouer unto 
ther pleaſures , that they hauc forgotten What 
they promiſed unto God. I know (ſaith hee) 
that there are many which adore the monuments 
C+ pittures.C>c.and ameng ſo great a multitude 
of people it 15 no Wonder, {ceaſe then f pray you 
at lait from, ſlandermg the —_— (hurch, 
2 blaming the faſhion of thoſe » Which her ſelf 
condemmeth and hath evermore fought to corrett 
&s Wicked childeren.. 

Alſo hee complaineth in his Epiſtle hee 
wrote vnto f«nwarins, That they had over- 


lade mens conſciences with ſeruil burdens, | 


and addeth thercunto , that the condition 
of the Iewes was morertollerable then that 
of rhe Chriſtians, becauſe men had made 
them ſubjeR onely ro the burdens of rhe 
Lawe : but Chriſtians vnto humane pr-- 
ſamprios,thatis,according to the opinios 
taken among rhem-ſclues , obſtinatly to 
maintaine them to prejudice thetrurth. He 
confeſſeth likewiſe therein, thar the church 
of God being plired amonge much chafte 
& daernell tolerated many things which 
neuer-the-leſe her ſelf did niether doe,ap- 
proue, nor conceale. Alſo hce plainely fig- 


nifies inthat Epiſtle , that hee could not} 


allowe 
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allowe of diucrſe things which they had 
inſtirated in the Church of God, oner and 
beſides the auucier cuſtome ofthe fathers, 
of the old Teſtament , as if jt were the ob- 
{crvation of a Sacrement , which yet not- 
with-ſtanding he confeſſeth, on th'other 
ſide, hee durlt not fo freely reje tor avoy- 
ding the ſcandall of fome perſons, wher- 
of ſome were holy and others feditious, 
where vpon hee openeth his minde more 
— y the diſtinion which hee pro.

S againſt Fauftus ſaying , One thing , 
u that Which wee ſupport anot ber that which wee .,

are commannded toteach, another that which paugus, 
Wer are commaynded to amend;and conftrayned Lib.20, 


to bearewith,ntill pee haue amended it. 

IfS. eAnguſtin. hauing conceaued ſome 
hope,ſought to cure his auditorie of this 
contagious maladie, rather by gentlenefle 
then by ſeucrity.Not-with-ſtanding called 
them wicked Children, fuperſtitiouscuen 
in the truc religion, gruen ouer to their de- 
lights , forgetfull of that which they had 
promiſed toGod , and finally that they 
were not of the better ſort of Chriſtians, 
would hee notcric out with greater vehe- 
mencie,againſt theldolaters of theRomilh 
Church, who ſcornefully and obſtinately, 


refuſe the fit remedics which ſhould purge 
them

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them of their bad humonrs , being laden 
with ſo many corruptiss almoſt incurable? 
would he not cry out louder,and tell them 


that they are not of the berter ſort of Chri- , 


ſtians,but of the wickedeſt? would hee not 
call them with the Prophet Eſaye a ſinfull 
nation:a people lade with iniquitie,aſcede 
of the wicked, corrupt childre: which haue 
forſaken the Lord, and haue provoked the 
holy one of Iſrael to anger? 

I could here produce many other teſht- 
monies to the hkeeffe&,were not theſe ſuf- 
ficient to conui®t all contradicours, and 
to ſhewerhe ignorant, thatS. Auguſtin, & 
his fellowlabourers(which liued foure hun 
dred yeeres afterChriſt)percejued noe ſ00- 
ner the bitter fruit of this dagerous plant, 
which Satha the wicked ſpirit had brought 
from the Athenian Schole into their chur- 
ches, but they laboured with all their po- 
wer to rootit yp hew downe the braun- 
ches thereof, From whence neceſſarcly 
we may interre,thattheſe{arors ofAwcon, 
which anone wee will refute more perticu- 
larly, bragg of the antiquiry of this tradi- 
tio with falſe brauadoes, ſince God who is 
the auncicntof dayes , hath never taught 
it toOur Fathers, inthe firſt daycs of his 
grac&,by his auncicat Prophets,norin the 
begin» 
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| beginning ofthe latrer by his SonneChriſt 
| Iefus and his Apoſtles, nor for ſome hun- 
dred yercres atter their time by their true 
| ſucceſſours : bur on the contrarie,raiſcd vp 
{ holy and faithfull DoRors to reſiſt & con- 

tradictit, Sothar theritle of Heretiques 
| which they ſo yſually giue vs inall occurre- 
ces,may by a good conſequer ce be rerur- 

ned vponthem. And here-upon Ientrcat 
the vnpasfionate Reader, to cenſure whe- 
ther this reproch which $, T errullian made 
heretofore vnto their pre deceſſours , who 
alwaies had antiquety in their mouths and 
novelti-1n their braines,may nor juſtly be

I conf here likewiſe coppie outS.Chri- 
ſoft. admonition, that ro obtainepardon 
for hisfinnes , heneeded not to make any 
long iourneisinto farre Countries,neithex 
to ſpend his many. Alſo that of $. Aug. 
that Gad commaunds ys not to goe mto 
the Eaſt, nor toſaile into the Welt to ſeek 
outrightecoyſneſle: likewiſe that of S. Ber- 
nards , thatto finde the Lord jr behooues 
ys not to paſle rhe Seas,and Alpes, hut that 
cuerie man ſhould goe vnto God within 
himſelf : & many other inſ{truRions of rhe 
true DoRours & Fathers of the primitiue 
Church,conformable ta thoſe of Chritt & 
his Apoſtle $. Paul, that God wil bee wor- 
ſhipped byvsin al places, in SpiritV truth; 
if I feared nor to abuſe theReadcrs pariece, 
and knew mpreouer, thar onr adverſaires 
makes no account of the Doctrine of the 
Orthodoxe Fathers, whe&ſocuer it refellerh 
their inventions, & is repugnant vnta the 
authority of their Pope, whome they pre- 
ferre , as wee can proue by their writtings, 
b:-fore a thouſand Chryſoſtomes, eAugnſtms, 
Bernards, and Greveries. ' | 

The third abuſcis,that through the viſi-

Martyrs,and other holy men, andro 
ſolemnize yeerely certaine ſolemne feaſtes 
in memorieat them.

S. Pauls in his Epiltle to the Hebrewes, that - 
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Saints to make their reliques themore to 
be reſpe&ed, haue attributed to them the 
power of doing many miracles , after the 
manner and imitation of the Sorcerers , & 
falſe Prophets ofthe Heathen. For, asS. 
aAuguitimereporteth in the oneand rwen- 
tith , andtwo and twentith booke of the 
citie ofGod, that the HearheniſhSorcerers, 
maintained heretofore night & day(throw 
a diabolicall {light , admirable to theeyes 
of the ignorant)the light of Venus lampe,& 
bragged becauſe they had the reliques of 
Heacules, Romulus, and Bacchus, which had 
done ſome miracles in the: temples dedi- 
cated to their memary : ſo betore that the 
auncient pagans,, went oftentimes on pil- 
. grimage qur of Egypt (witnefle ppm) 
vnto thePropherferemzas [epulchre, becau 
their Diviners madethem belecue , that 
their Gods had revealed, that the bones of 
this Prophet conld preſerue them from the 
ſtinging of eſpes, and (7ocodils. And that 
Prolongens their king , was perſwadedto 
haue the corps of Alexander the grear tran(- 
ported into Xgypt, through the predicti- 
on of Aritander,who tould them, that the 
Countrey whetcin the body of kingeAlex- 
ander reſted, ſhould abounde 1n all riches, 


-and ſhould bce preſerved from the oppreſ-

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ſion ofrheirennemies , a8 e/£/1ar,, gives vs 
.tovnderſtand in the 12, booke of his ſun- 
dry Hiſtories. , 

If the Pricſtes of the Romane Church 
vicd burthis in comon with the aboucſaid 
Sorcerers and (ooth ſaycrs, that manie mi- 
racles have bene done , by touchingand 
worſhipping the reliques of ſome 'grear 
perſonnages , renowned jn their Coun- 
treys : then they would not be ſo much of. | 
fended with vs; becauſe wee make noe rec- 
koning of them. - But they proceede fur- 
ther : tor ſome of their Soxcerers haue alſo 
done miracles & cured many diſcaſes with 
the braines of a Cat, the head of a Raven,& 
ſuch likereliques of dead beaſtes,as Bodw, 
proneth in his third booke of Sorcerers,by 
the teſtimonie of Idocus Dambouder of 
Bruges , and other credible Hiſtorians. So 
rhat thereis noe more likelihood of truth, 
in thz one ſortof miracles, the in the other, 
ſceing that the former haue ben dane with 
aſmuch ſhewe of deyotion towards the de- 
parted Sain&s , and rheir reliques,as thoſe 
whichat this preſent are ſo mucheſteemed 
1a the papacy. For Bodin reporteth in the 
ſame booke, and ſecond Chapter , how a 
Sarccreſle of Bruges cured an infinit num- 

ber ofdiſcaſes, and that (hee tould ſuch as 
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came ynto her,that they mult ſteadfaſUy be 
leeue , that ſhe had thepowerro helpthem 
of their ſickneſles. Afterward, ſhee com- 
maunded themto faſt,and then ro repeare 


«our certaine times a Pater-voſter , or that 


they ſhould goe on pilgrimage to S. 7ames 
or to S.eArnoult, 

What an impudencie is it then,in theſe 
Boaſters ofreliques , to bragg and vaunt 
themſclaes,at there miracles,wherein often 
times hath bene diſcouucred many deceits 
and illuſions.

Now theſe jugling trickes of rhe minj- 
ſters of Antichrilt,areſo much the more de 
teſtable ; in regard they attribute not one- 
ly the power of doing miracles to the reli- 


ques ot Chriſt, of the virgin eary, of the * 
Apoſtles, of the holy Martyrs', and other |, 


excellent perſonnages, renowned for their 
good life & pureneſle ia doctrine, butalſo 
ro the reliques of the greateſt deceivers of 
the world, 

To begin then with rhe reliques of S. 
Francts,(who for his impiety was conden1- 
ned by Pope fohn the 22.as a pervertour of 
the Chriſtian religion, ) itis writtenin the 
booke of (nſermnies, that a woman trou- 
bled with the bloody flix for the ſpace of 
thirteene yeeres,was cured rhereot by tou- 
cking rhe hemme of his gowne, and that a

ching of his hoode. 

S. Gregory alſo rehearſeth in the firſt 
booke ot his Dialogzes, & {econd Chapter, 
That a provoſt of the monaſterie of Funds 
in Italic called Libertinxs , having drawne 
on a ſtocking of the Abbot S. Honorets, 
mett a woeman that went to burie her 


JSonne, whoimportuned him with many

life tnto him againe through the vertue

Helikewiſc reporteth in the third booke

the repreſentation and fight of them ? 
Whercoft we finde ſundry examples in our 
moderne Hiſtories, of which I will onely, 
alledgerwo , which are ſo abhominable 
thatnoc man that fearethGod and is pure 
in heart, cann conſider them, without dil- 
daineand horrour, 

Sothen , eAMartmus Chemmcaus repor- 
tcth in his treatiſe of reliques,made againſt 


the decree of the Counſell of T rent , tou- - 


ching the veneration of them , That a cer- 
raine Orator & porter of the popes bulls, 
vaunted ypona day,that amonge other of 
his reliques, hee had ſome of the feathers 
ofthe holy Ghoſt, now achicfte companis 
of his conſort, over hearing him , picked 
cuningly his boxe and takingaway his fea- 
thers,laid coalcs intoit in ſtead of the, On 
the morrow this Oratour was to make a 
longe Sermon and diſcourſe vpon the fea- 
thers of the holy Ghoſt,and ſcing the peo- 
ple falne downe ypon their maricbonesto 
behold 
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"behold & worſhip them,opening his boxe 


to pull foorth his feathers, found coales in 
it, whcreat he neither bluſhed nor was put 
our of countenance, bur preſently chaun- 
ing his diſcourſe, was ſo expe&tin his arr 
of lying, that he rould them he had multa- 
ken his boxe,& thatthoſe were the coales 
taken vp from ynder the gridyron, where- 
ypon'S. Laurence had bene carbinadood. 
Another Germaine Divine named /aco- 
bus Herbrandus,auonchethin his diſputati- 
on de Sceloatrie, that a certaine prieſt of Ro- 
tenborough neare vnto Nicre, called Pfaff 
ſfele, hauing bene at Rome and created the 
popes Indulgentiar,returned from thence 
into his Countrey furniſhed with diverſe

of e Michaelthe Archangel: Now ro make 
it the more beneficiall vnto him, he extol- 
ledthe vertues thereof in all his Sermons, 
But ypona Sunday, being loged in an Inn, 
within the village of eAltmgue , and being 
overcome with wine, he kept not his boxe 
of reliques ſo carctully as hee had done 
before. Sothar through this miſchance, 
his reliques wereſtolne : On the morrow 


being gor vp,& perceiving the theft, ſpake - 


nota worde thereot to his Hoſtis, becauſe 


hee ſulpeRed that ſhee knew it : bur went

and fott a handfull of haye our of the nezt 
crarch inthe ſtable,& laying it in his boxe, 
called his Holtis and tould her, See, here 
are my rel:qaes,whereat (he begann to laugh, 
notwithitanding hee rould her , thar when - 
thee cameto church , to bee an aſsiſtant in 
the holy ſervice, ſhee ſhould alſo kiffe thoſe 
reliques , ſheereplyed vpon it ſhee would 
not, but hee wagered that ſhee ſhould. Af- 
ter this coming to Church, this prieſt be- 
gana to preach of the admirable vertues 
of his rel1ques,and to declare vnto the pco- 
ple,thathe had a handfull of the hay of the 
fable in Bethelem, wherevpon our Redce- 
mer Iefus Chriſt had ofrcnitimes flepr, whe 
hee was. a babe, which had the power to 
preſerue fromthe plague (wherewith Ger- - 
mune was then tntefted) all thoſe which 
did but kifſe it,and to driue away all Adul- 
rerers and Adultereſſes.which came necre 
vnto-it : Now his Hoſtis that knewe full _ 
well rhe deceit of this ſhameleſſe Pricſt, ſee- 
Ling on the edeto ſpare her monie , and 
fearing Qn-the other fide toloſe wholly her 
good name , becauſe her chaſtiric was cal- 
led into. queſtion before , chooſe rathcr ar 
aſtafter longe deliberation , to caſt away 
money, then to. bring her reputation 


into-afurderdanger , ſothat ſhee wasthe | 
| | very 
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very laſt that came to kiſſe the reliques of 
her owneſtable,and the pnieſt rould het i 
her care, What art thou come too? 

Theſame Dodour annexeth vnto this 
torie,that many Germanies having heard 
{ay of the vertue of his reliques, ranne in al 
haſt vnto this Pricſtro kifle them, but for 


all that , they werenot preſcrued from the 
plague,but miſcrable afliced therewith, 
Beſide, that Duke Everhard being ad- 
vcrtiſed o: the ceſſenning trickes of this 
Pricſt, commaunded the Divines of T #- 
binque to call him in queſtion before them 
into their Yniverlitie ,, to reprooue him 
th-refore: bat hee too well vaderſtanding 
his ctaft, anſwered them impudenthe, that 
he neither had lied, nor beguiled any man. 
In fine,after aſcrious warning, which theſe 
Divines gaue hit, that;jt was more then 
mainfeſt to all rhe world, thar many which. 
had kiſſed his reliqaes, were notwithſtan- 
ding dead of theplague ., hereplyedin a 
flouring manner at thoſe poore ſuper{bri- 
ous people, that they bad not kiflehis re. 
liques; bur the glaſſe onely wherein he had 
putt them, 
The eight abuſe. 1s noted in that they 
placein the Catalogue of their religious 
, reliques , as worthy of Adoration the in-
